LAWYERS DON’T 
ADVISE SMALL 


No Armed Clash on 
Tuesday Expected. 


Springfield, Ill., Julye 28.—[Special.] 
—There will be no clash here on Tues- 
day between the militia and deputy 
sheriffs should Judge E. 8S. Smith order 
the arrest’ of Gov. Len Small. It is 
doubtful if the governor will call out 
the national guard at all. He has not 
been advised to do so by his attorneys. 

Should Judge Smith decide the gov- 
ernor is subject to arrest—and this 


cedure will be this: 

The court will instruct the Circuit 
court clerk to hand over to Sheriff . 
ry Mester of Sangamon county the ca- 
piases for Gov. Small under indict- 


ments charging him with the embezzle- 
ment of $500,000 of state funds, con- 
spiring with Lieut. v. Fred E. Ster- 
ling and Vernon S. Curtis of Grant 
Park, to defraud the state of $2,000,000 
and with embezzling, jointly with those 
two, $700,000 belonging to the state. 


Will Wait “ Reasonable Time.” 


' Sheriff Mester will then notify the 
governor or his private’ secretary, 
George D. Sutton, that the warrants 
have been issued. The county authori- 
ties will theri wait a “ reasonable time ” 
for the governor to appear in ‘court or 
to give some expression as to Whether 
he intends to surrender or resist.

All of these plants are op- 
erated under government supervision 
from ‘the time the corn or blackstrap 
molasses is received on the premises 
until the finished alcohol is ready for 
the market. 

He also plans for the inspection of 
colleges, hospitals, and sanitariums. 
which, under the law, procure alcohol 
free of tax for scientific, medicinal, and 
mechanical purposes in order to see 
that the supplies are kept under secure 
storage conditions and that the alco- 


hol is used for the legitimate purposes | 


for which it is procured. 

The production and distribution of in- 
dustrial alcohol is a large industry of 
itself.

To Launch World Drive for 
Recognition.

PARIS, July 22.—The Russian bol- 
shevists are preparing to launch a 


| world-wide campaign to obtain recog- 


nition of the soviet reégime through 
enlisting the sympathy of al]l civilized 
cauntries and asking them for aid 
agaiAst wholesale starvation from fam- 
ine due to crop’ failures. 

From White Russian headquarters 
here it is learned that a committee, 
headed by Nicolai Lenin and including 
Maxim Gorky, Leonid Krassin and Leo 
Kameneff, will- soon be sent to Eng- 
land, Italy, Scandivania, Belgium, 
Switzerland, and South America for 
the purpose of seeking aid for the 
starving Russians by lifting the com- 
mercial blockade and to encourage 
trade treaties with Moscow. 


Seek French Recognition. 

Well founded reports indicate that 
the sovietists are preparing formally 
and officially to recognize the old Rus- 
sian debt to France in return. for 
Frenck recognition of the present gov- 
ernment. 

Moscow believes that if the French 
will withdraw their objections to the 
soviet government the United States 
will emulate their example, thus clear- 
ing up all difficulties, as Great Britain 
and Italy have resumed relations, but 
the latter have hesitated at fully re- 
storing commercial dealings through 
fear of becoming involved with Wash- 
ington and Paris because the Rus- 
sians attempted to sell them conces- 
sions and other properties formerly 
held by French and American citizens. 

The French government has already 
expressed its willingness to negotiate 
with the sovietists as soon as the Rus- 
sians recognize the French debt.

They Marry—as the saying goes—and Liliom leaves the carrousel i 
the reader feels, he is so much in love that the old life is unthinkable. (That 
sounds exactly like a prospectus for a moralistic novel.) He does not, how- 
ever, ever tell his Julie so. Instead he beats her because—just because. He 
hasn't work. He is a loafer, a good for nothing, and an artist without tools. 
He is a barker supreme. Without his background he can do nothing. When 
Julie tells him that she is going to have a baby he naively goes to the window 
and proudly shrieks to the carrousel, “I’m going to be a father.” To provide 
for the baby he promises to undertake an affair of the road with a friend. They 
hold up a cashier, but instead of killing him and getting his bag of gold Liliom 
kills himself to escape capture. 

Upon his arrival in heaven he finds that he is to be tried at a celestial police 
court. He won’t even have the privilege of stating his case to God. Among the 
other criminals is a man who didn’t tell his son good-by before he killed himself 
because the child was asleep. He is allowed to go back to earth to kiss the boy 
good-by. Lilibm waives his right to return to earth and goes directly into a 
trial time of sixteen years. When that time has passed he goes back to earth 
to see Julie and his child. His eternity depends upon his doing one good deed 
while he is on earth. 

As the most bounteous gift he could give his child- he presents her with a 
star which he has stolen from the sky. She is afraid of him and is pettish, and 
he slaps her—and the heavenly policemen come to take him to eternal punish- 
ment. 

It is a quaint fantasy, at times poignantly beautiful and sad and at others 
extremely amusing. Julie has a friend, Marie, who is beyond all dreams inno- 
cent and bucolic. If occasional scraps of ‘‘ language” aren't too much for mixed 
company it is a jaunty play to read aloud.

___ BY EDWARD GOLDBECK 


OW often have we all heard the words: “0O, he is a failure!” spoken 
with an intonation of mingled pity and contempt, and, as it were, bury- 
ing one of our fellow men! And, much moretrarely but sometimes, we 
heard that a man’s career was summed up in the spontaneous ejacula- 


: tion, “ Yes, he is a success!” What.an undertege of envy and admiration in this 


short but weighty sentence! 

What do we mean by delivering the verdict that a “ brother” of ours is a 
failure? Do we intend to say that he is a sinner, a reprobate, a criminal? Not 
at all. He may be harmless and honest, a devoted husband, a fond father, a 
kind neighbor, a conscientious citizen, a glowing patriot. All this we may 
know and in spite of all this condemn him. Well, then, what is the poor 
fellow guilty of? 

The answer is simple: He has no money. Perhaps he did not know how 
to make money, perhaps he did not know how to keep it.

OCRATES, the wisest man of Greek antiquity, was a failure. His fellow 
citizens condemned him to death. To most of them he seemed a “red.” 
He was known as an idler, wont to bother friends and strangers with 
impertinent questions. As a sculptor he did not amount to much. Money 
he had none; he did not care for politics; he did not take anything for granted; 
he drank a good deal; he was not even decently dressed. In short, he was 
different. To be different is the unforgivable sin, especially in a democracy. 
modern times the psychological constellation is the same. Let us look 
at the different domains of human aopivity and their. laurel crowned represen- 
tatives. 

There is Benedict Spinoza, the philosopher who was “intoxicated with 
God.” He gave his whole life to the clarifying of his own thought. He lived 
as a hermit, excommunicated by his Jewish brethren. He was poor and made 
his meager living by cutting lenses. Poor, misguided man, he did not even 
care to be a “Dr.” or a “ professor.” He died, known by few, loved by none. 
He had sacrificed himself to the pursuit of truth. And more than a century 
later Goethe found an old picture of the saint philosopher which showed an 
intentionally disforted face, with the legend: “Signum reprobationis in voltu 
gerens,”’ bearing the sign of reprobation on his figure. 

His contemporary, Rembrandt van Rhyn, the : 
who ever lived. was a failure, too. He made lots of ney and squandered it. 
He spent the money of his ‘son Titus, which he had im trust only, on foolish 
purposes, i. e., in the service of his art. He went into-bokruptcy. He lived 
with a “bad girl,” Hendrikje, who was indeed a very good girl, but not mar- 
ried to her friend and master. He was a drunkard. He died in a garret and 
his estate was minus. What a failure! He is immortal as a creator of beauty, 
but his poor creditors were fooled. Of course, they took away from him 
everything he had, and we may hope that they covered themselves out of the 
interest he had paid them and the sale of his artistic treasures, but it was

Success is derivated from the Latin. Mhe Latin verb succedere means to 
follow. Cedere means to give in. If you want to be a success in the worldly 
sense of the term, you must follow, give in, conform. You must give up your 
own personality, submit to ready made standards. Those who do will always 
achieve a moderate amount of success. Th®se who do not will risk all that is 
precious to human beings: life, liberty, property. - But maybe they will gain 
their soul.

ELL, how shall we judge a fellow if we discard material success 
a standard? Money is the only powerable, measurable thing wh “ 
shows approximately the degree of his achievement. This question 
will be answered if we probe a little more deeply into the nature 
of money. What is money? Money is power. The power ‘to make other 
people do our bidding. Here reappears, in modernized, legalized forms, the 
medizval spirit of club law, “ Faustrecht.”

entire city government of the metrop-

+house of New York and New Jersey 
that has been so frequently adopted as 
an inspiration for modern small houses. 

We muy also think of the more stately 
southern colonial type, with tall col- 
umns and porticos; or, if of eastern 
birth or residence, we may recall the 
many other yaried New England colo- 
nial types, all charming in their naive 
simplicity and direct appeal as appro- 
priate to American home life. 


Most of these houses built during the 
early days. were built of local stone, 
With wood trim, or were entirely of 
wood. These were the prevalent build- 
fing materials. The stone was taken 
from the site or nearby fields and the 
timber could be had in any qyantity 
for the simple cutting down of trees 
and hewing of same. Birch was sel- 
dom used except in the larger cities be- 
cause it had to be brought over from 
Europe. 


There is, however, another type of 
colonial house closely related to the 


early type that is not quite so well. 


known, but should not be lost sight of 
because it is not a farm house, not a 
cottage, but a real suburban house, 
and is the more suitable and logical 
type for the suburban home of today. 
The all stone colonial house of eastern 
Pennsylvania and adjacent territory is 
the one referred to. This is undoubt- 


- @dily the best early expression of Amer- 


ican home life based on the higher 
standards of living in England. No 


other early American style is a truer 


expression of American culture or 
more suitable to use for the moderate 
size American home of today. 


The house illustrated is of this type. 


Jt is not over large or pretentious, but 


just the type of home that any Amer- 
ican family would justly aspire to build 


and continue to enjoy as a family 


homestead for generations to come. 
This is not primarily a home for 
newlyweds. It is the kind of a home 
@ne would wish to build as a perma- 
ment one after father is established in 
business and the eldest son at college, 


and after an experiment or two with 
‘bungalows and rented small houses. 


The walls are of plain sawed rustir 


‘Indiana limestone backed up with hol- 


low tile or brick. There is just enough 
cut stone in the entrance feature, plain 
trim around windows, and quoin stones 


, to give the house an air of dignity and 


refinement. The columns supporting 
the porch roof, also the porch and ter- 
race floors and front steps, are also of 
stone, making the building absolutely 
permanent, reducing maintenanace ex- 
pense to a minimum, and assuring a

home that will grow old gracefully and 
mellow beautifully under the hand of 
Time. 

There is mo elaborate cornice, a sim- 
ple molded stone course serving to sup- 
port the overhang of pitched roof, 
which is covered with variegated green 
and purple slate. 

The porch is not stretched out along 
one whole side of the house, cutting off 
the direct sunlight, but is rectangular 
in shape, placed so as to catch every 
bréeze, a true outdoor living room con- 
necting the house with its garden, 
which commands a view of the front 
yard and street, as well as the garden 
at rear, its position adding to the de- 
sirable privacy of the garden. This 
porch could be readily inclosed in glass 
for use as a sun room in cold weather. 

The terrace facing garden at back 


of house is secluded and- sufficiently 
private to form an ideal outdoor tea or 
breakfast room if covered with an 
awning on removable iron pipe sup- 
ports. The fine colonial type dividec 
sash windows, with their flower pot 
ledges, as shown by the perspective 
drawing, have desirable charm, and 
give a distinctive air to the house. 
The entrance hall is quite wide, has 
a fireplace with limestone mantel, and 
is really not a hallway, but a living 
roont, where the younger children and 
gayer members of the family can. con- 
gregate of an evening without disturb- 
ing the more studious in the adjoining 
library, the plan thus skillfully utiliz- 
ing what is often waste or little used 
space in a house. This hall is floored 
with slabs of Indiana limestone rubbed 
to a fine sand finish—an idea! floor for 


the hall of any suburban or country 
home that is unharmed by wet or 


_ muddy shoes. Such a floor is easily 
washed with mop, can be waxed, and 


is just right for dancing. 

The stairs and dining room are 
made private by the alcove off hall, by 
which these and service portions are 
connected with the living rooms, mak- 
ing it possible to reach the bedrooms 
from kitchen without passing through 
the living rooms. By reason of this 
privacy of the. in stairs, the rear 
stairs might be nsed with, and the 
space which they occupy in second 
story utilized for other purposes, as 
later referred to. 

The dining room Is of fair size, and 
has built-in china cupboards placed on 
each side of mantel. 

The kitchen has light and air on 
three sides, and, with its view of both 
garden and street, is an ideally located 
workroom for mother and daughter in 
a servantless home, while sufficiently 
isolated for hired help. 

There is ample closet space in the 
second story, and by a little rearrange- 
ment of the plan, omitting the maid’s 
room and rear stairs, four good size 
bedrooms and small sewing room would 
be available. The hipped roof cover- 
ing the house provides a fine roomy 
attic lighted by five dormer windows, 
and could be finished as a playroom 
when the children were young and as 
a billiard room er studio later on. 

Picture this fine stone house partly 
covered with English ivy, set in a gar- 
den, and surrounded by shrubbery and 
flowers, and you have a true concep- 
tion of the ideal American home.

THE BUREAU SCARF. 


AKING pretty things for one’s 

home is always attractive work; 
and bureau chiffonier 
covers come under that head 
and can be made for much less than ‘it 
is possible to buy them. If you prefer 
keeping them white, there is nothing 
more beautiful than a rather heavy 
linen, with an embroidered scalloped 
edge, and in the center, down near the 
scallops, have an embroidered initial 
or monogram, having the letters about 
$ inches long. 

» It is possible to buy all sorts and 
sizes of scallops—in a transfer design 
—and while this embroidery would be 
tedious if done too steadily, it will be 
fascinating work and will go rapidly 
if kept as pick-up. ‘The scallops should 
be outlined with a single thread of 
the embroidery cotton, and then care- 
fully padded—having the padding 
heavier in. the center and gradually 
runn off to nothing as it nears the 
corn It pays to do this preliminary 
work with care, for much of the beauty 

of the finished scallop depends on it. 

This sort of a cover should have pin 
cushions to match. 

Another pretty idea is to have a piece 
of silk, satin, or sateen cut and 
hemmed the exact size of the top of 
the bureau, choosing the color of your 
draperies for this. Then use dimity in 
white with a tiny flower the color of 
the sateen, if you can, for the real 
cover. It can be finished with a half 
{nch hem across the back, and on the 
three other edges stitch a two inch

For colorful, always novel—or seem- 
ing so, at least—menus we must still 
go to French sources. We cannot to- 
day use many French fecipes, as they 
stand, because wine is so universally 
prescribed in them, but we never did 
use wine in cooking to the extent they 


always have, and one can never read 


the best recipes without getting some 
new idea about perfecting a body’s 
cooking. 

Patience and Menus. 

To begin with, the French mefius 
are incomparably specific, therefore 
the variety of menus is many times 
multiplied, while the possibilities with 
us are so soon exhausted. To the one 
who"can think only‘of soup, meat, 


vegetables, and dessert in planning a: 


meal the outlook is exceedingly limited. 
When that one advances to naming the 
meat the chance of making a variety of 
menus is increased, but when the menu 
tells where the meat came from and 
how it is prepared then there is a 


chance of the interest of the dullest 


eater being excited. 

In eating a fine French meal of the 
near perfect sort we really need a 
menu to enhance the value of the 
“plats,” whose specific character we 
would not at all understand without 
the explanation it offers in its terms. 

It is a little strange that the average 
American has so little patience with 
these menus, or is so unwilling to do 
the little work involved in finding out 
just what they mean. It can easily be 
proved that theré are thousands of 
people who really like fine eating ex- 


travagantly, yet who despise high intel- 


ligence about foods. 

But in defense of those who will not 
try to understand a menu in French 
let it be said that there are often rather 
absurd tags to some of the items. For 
instance, in ding some late ones I 
looked up a hame and found it that -of 
an orator and professor of the eleventh 
century. seems far-fetched, yet 
grea? French writers, generals, states- 
men have known how to cook, and 
every one remembers what Napoleon 
said about-his desire to make a perfect 
omolet. 

Translating French Menus. 

There are many words in French 
menus which it is impossible to trans- 
late,unless we have had the widest 
kind of experience with high class, 
bourgeois, and folk French cookery, 
while a complete knowledge of French 
history and literature would come in 
handy. Our American menus some- 
times siow how wide one can go in 
making a literal translation of a 
French dish, but we have sensibly 
taken some French terms and partly 
anglicized them, in such cases as beef 
& la mode, maitre d‘hdtel potatoes, 
Lyonnaise potatoes, and so forth. To

Geographical Names Lend Interest. 


A French menu cf any class, without 
one or more geographical names and 
also without some name of a celebrity 
in art, literature, or drama in it, is 
unusual. This is perhaps a greater at- 
traction on a menu than some people 


realize, and we are not without similar 
resources, which we could use if we 
would take a greater interest in the 
quality of what we eat. We are proud 
of our Watertown, Rhode Island, Balti- 
more, California,.and other products, 
like New York Herkimers and so forth, 
with Maryland fried chicken, Creole 
gumbo soup, Boston baked beans, 
Philadelphia, scrapple, and so on. And 
there are creeping into use such térms 
as Pascal celery, while we should not 
be indifferent to that of Kalamazoo. 

In England there are no end of 
geographical names attached to food 
products, like Banbury tarts, Bath 
buns, Aylesbury ducks, Cheshire 
cheese, Devonshire cream, Shrews- 
bury cakes; and our hotel stewards 
could help us to a knowledge of where 
our best products come. from.

Mile 
after mile it runs straight through the 
big woods without sight or sound of 
man. At each turn one expects to 
see a\thriving city or at least a north- 
land trading post intercepting the re- 
markable bou'evard, but each new turn 
brings new vistas of giant trees. The 
road is one of the most remarkable 
manifestations of highway progress in 
the country, and one that motorists 
should seek out in any journey to the 
northwest. We ure housed tonight in 
the old resort hotel that for half a 
century has marked the foot of beau- 
tiful Gogebic lake, with the forest 
primeval bending down on every sido 
and civilization ages removed. - 

Monday, July 17.—Thirty miles of the

A Fragrant Retreat ‘Called Ravello. 

The Cyrus H. McCormick house is a. 
large, friendly dwelling, distinctly Eng- 
lish in style. So the garden surround- 
ing it is of a similar form of land- 
scdpe design. It makes use of the 
natural features of the ground it cov- 
ers. There are miles of lovely walks 
and drives through the deep and well 
wooded ravines which wind through 
the place. 

The rock garden which the late Mrs. 
McCormick herself designed on the 
face of the bluff, with its charming 
path from the lawn to the lake shore, 
is one of the most poetic and enchant- 
ing pieces of garden design in this part 
of the country. Innumerable speci- 
mens of rock plants, vines and ferns 
border the path and grow in the in- 
testices of the stones which pave the 
winding way under pines and hem- 
locks. 

Above on the edgé of the bluff a bit 
of Italy [for it’s hard to keep Italy 
out of even the most informal garden] 
is introduced by a lovely marble pil- 
lared and balustraded pavilion, reached 
by a flower bordered walk from the 


house a quarter of a mile away. A 
hundred feet or so above. the 
lake it is so reminiscent of a 


similar pavilion at Ravello, in south- 
ern Italy, above Amalfi, that Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick christened this charming re- 
treat “‘ Ravello.” There she used to

Within the 
scope of the design comes the matter 
of treatment of such existing factors 
as two lofty structural pillars, the 
treatment of many large and small 
v'~siows, some of which will require 


elimination or modification, and the 
treatment of lighting fixtures, bulletin 
boards, paper lockers, and telephon 

and the further matter of the in 

duction of a monumental clock and a 
perpetual calendar, both of which fea- 
tures are capable of high decorative 
treatment. There are, consequently, 
interesting sub-problems in wood and 
metal werk, while the opportunities 
for the exercise of ingenuity and fancy 
in the handling of inscriptions and 


grotesques are endless. 


“In short, the artist has the stimu- 
lating ‘problem of a room whose func- 
tion is not to’ be transformed or 


. changed on the one hand, nor, on the 


other, to be overlooked. The artist’s 
task here is to get that function vis- 
ualized in one of the grandest of art’s 
media—to get it expressed in a way at 
once feeling, poetic, and pictorial. 


“ The walls of the city room comprise 
three premier panels, the largest of 
which (part of the upper section of 
east elevation) has a length of 37 feet 
and a height of 15 feet. Contiguous 
to this panel, and divided from it only 
by a shallow pilaster, is another which 
completes the upper section of the east 
elevation and has a length of 18 feet 
and a height of 15 feet. The artist 
purpodsing to embellish this east ele- 
vation will be confronted a the in- 
spiration of a wall space which, inclu- 
sive of the , Comprises 855 
square feet. 

“The third dominating panel of the 
room (upper section of west elevation) 
has a length of 22 feet ene a height of 
15 feet. 

“There remain ae ‘lesser panels, 
the dimensions of which average a

feet. 

“The foregoing dimensions are 
roughly calculated, and are given at 
this time only for the purpose of indi- 
cating on how heroic a scale the artists 
will be able to work out their concep- 
tions. Precise dimensions, data as to 
the composition of the surface of the 
walls, which are hollow tile construc- 


‘tion, sets of photographs and blue- 


prints, as well ds the liberty of the 
room for the purpose of studying the 
day and night lighting, wall be provided 
for the artists when the year's work 


on the competing designs begins next 
autumn at the Art institute. 

“The three premier themes, for the 
dominating panels of the city room are 
indicated herewith by Tus TRIBUNE, 
and their selection is the result of the 
conviction that these themes represent 


highly signfficant episodes in the de 


velopment of the freedom of the Amer- 
ican press and the American people:

gtera first saw the necessity of pushing 
ial aviation. the story has 
gone the rounds. Airways and wel! 
marked landing fields have been 
by any number of associations. 
But when the idea gets into the lobby-, 
ing stage the congressmen throw up 
their hands and speak of other things. 
The only direct aid the United States 
government is giving to commercial 
flying is through the air mail service. 


Aviators must have landing fields. 


‘Trails must be marked. The country — 


must be mapped. Because of the lack 
of appropriations from the federal gov- 
ernment, air service officers have de- 
cided to appeal to aviation clubs, 
chambers of commerce, and civic or- 
ganizations to assist in the creation of 


the airways. 

Every town or village in America 
should have # landing field. The field 
should be marked. Some method of 
marking it for night flyers should be 
arranged. Accommodations for secur- 
ing oll, gasoline, and water should also 
be arranged. A service of that nature 
will, in time, prove a great source of 
revenue. 


Take the experience of Ross Jacobi, 
the Hoosier boy from Kokomo, Ind., 
who carried the fight pictures from Jer- 
sey City to THe Cuicaco TRIBUNE. 


“Well, it was dark when I left Cleve- 
land,” said Jacobi. “ The-street lights 
a the illuminated buildings were 
beautiful as I sailed along above Euclid 
avenue. Then I passed over the west- 
ern edge of the city and out above the 
open country.

harvest time. 

“If we get plenty of rain,” he said 
“and the boys continue to keep the 
crops in good shape, we will have 1,000 
pecks of cucumbers, 800 crates of black 
Spanish radishes, 1,000, bunches ‘of 
beets, 1,000 bunches of carrots, and 
nine to ten tons of tomatoes. Be- 
sides all of these crops we expect to 
plant late beans between all of the 
rows and grow tWo crops on every 
acre of ground. 


No Racial Clashes. 


“The camp serves a double purpose. 


We are not only producing several 
hundred dollars’ worth of vegetables 
to be given to those who need them 
in the city, but we are furnishing gova 
wholesome recreation and tne equtv- 
alent of a vacation to several hundfed 
boys in Chicago. Most of our boys 
come from the west side, the melting 
pot district, and the spirit of the p 
is so democratic that racial prejudice 
is wiped out. 

“While we have many nationalities 
represented here in our vari groups 
—Italian, German, Swedish, Jewish, 
Norwegian, Greek, Polish, Frenth, 
Russian, Lithuanian,. Bulgarian, and 
others—there is never the slightest in- 
dication of any friction. The boys find 
that their likes and dislikes are a! 
about the same, regardless of their na- 
tionality. The camp is not only héip- 
ful in daveloping the boys physically 


and mentally, but they learn to cotp- - 


erate, and I believe it makes them ber- 
ter Americans.” 

Added to all of this, the boys are 
given a general course in vegetable 
gardening. Each day lectures, accom- 
panied by actual field demonstrations. 
are given on various phases of gar- 
dening.
